The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to r. patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Horimai 
(7002891). 

The claim is merely drawn to a desired result of having the beam spot diameter of the 
incident beam being equal or iarger than the beam spot diameter of the signal beam. 
Such desired result is predicated on the wavelength and the NA of the objective lens. 
The specification does not state such values. Therefore, the claim is merely drawn to a 
holographic recording on a disk (signal beam and a reference beam) on a medium 
having a reflection layer (filter) wherein the beam spot is focused thereon. The 
reference shows a holographic data recording on a disk using a signal and reference 
beams wherein the disk having a filter (reflection layer) at the incident spot and tne 
beam diameter of the between layers 2 and 3 in fig 6 is larger than the beam diameter 
of the beam spot focused on layer 5 meeting the claimed invention. 
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With respect to the limitations of claims 6-8. The claims are merely a reflection layer 
within the disk structural (recording layer, reflection layer, protection layer... etc), see fig 
6 having the disk structure. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
